Democrats were opposed.

a cliffhanger, approved 211 t 
203. A switch of five votes would 
have changed the outcome. That 
vote came well after midnight 
under a procedure that limited 
debate to one hour and banned 
any amendments.

Wants Free 
Fishing for 
the Old Folks 


EL DORADO Ark. (AP) - 


Union County Rep. Donald J. 
Brown said today he will spon- 
sor an amendment to appear on 
the November general election 
ballot giving lifetime hunting 
and fishing licenses to all state 
residents over age 65. 


Arkansas statutes now require 


purchase of licenses by all per- 
sons over age 16 for both hunt- 
ing and fishing, unless the ang- 
ling is done with worms and 
hand pole, or rod, from the 
bank. 


The amendment would be ef- 


fective Jan. 1, 1965, if adopted, 
and provide that any state resi- 
dent 65 or older could obtain a 
lifetime, combined hunting and 
fishing license on payment of a 
$1 fee. 


The licenses could be revoked 


"for valid reason." 


Brown said in announcing the 


proposed amendment, "I feel it 
is a privelege for the people ol 
Arkansas to have the opportuni- 
ty to give our citizens 65 yean 
of age and older a lifetime hunt- 
ing and fishing license, not only 
because of their declining years 
but in many cases because ol 
their declining incomes." 


Hunting and fishing licenses 


are $2.50 each now. 


Brown said, "There are few 


outdoor activities in which our 
senior citizens can actively par- 
ticipate, and hunting or fishing 
is one of the few that they may 
be able to enjoy at their lies 
ure." 


Fees collected for the lifetime 


licenses would be deposited in 
the game protection fund of the 
Arkansas Game and Fish Com 
mission.

Little About

Birthplace 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-There 


Are few reminders 
of Gen. 


jlas MacArthur in the old 
jy barracks where the great 


Soldier was born. 


But the three-story building, 


how a museum of natural his- 
tory in MacArthur Park on the 
east side of Little Rock is one 
of Little Rock's largest trourist 
attractions. 


MacArthur was born here in 


1880, while his father, Capt. 
iVthur MacArthur, was com- 
wanding the 27-building federal 
arsenal at Little Rock. The ar- 
senal was built in 1838 as a base 
lor Indian fighting. 


When 
MacArthur 
was 
18 


months old he and his parents 
left for another Army assign- 
ment. The general's next viijt, 
72 years later, attracted about 
26,000 persons for his speech on 
March 24, 1952. 
fOn his visit, he quipped with 
the museum curator, Mrs. Ber- 
nie Babcock, that he couldn't 
call the room in which he was 
born. 


The room he was born in is 


furnished in furniture of the 
1880s. 


Ellis Herron, now director of 


the museum of natural history, 
said he has tried for years to 
jret some of MacArthur's pa- 
pers for the building. The only 
MacArthur documents he now 
has are a copy of the treaty 
with Japan ending World War 
II and a duplicate of a paper 
showing that 
inducted into 
Lodge. 


The rest of the old barracks 


building contains Indian arti- 
facts, firearms, a history of 
fcarly textile making and other 
items. 


MacArthur had said he would 


try to find some papers for the 
museum. "I have always held 
Little Rock and the state of Ar- 
kansas in deep reverence," he 
said in 1963. "The preservation 
of the old barracks where I was 
born causes me the deepest 
sense of pleasure and apprecia- 
tion." 
"' "I will endeavor at some la- 
ter date to find something . . . 
to contribute to the museum at 
Little Rock." 


MacArthur said in 1960 that 


he would house his papers in a 
m e m o r i a l at Norfolk, Va., 
where he grew up.

U.S. Payments 
Soon to Go 
Back in Red

NEW YORK (AP)-The Unit- 


ed States came close to balanc- 
ing its books with the rest of 
the world in the first three 
months of 1964 for the first time 
in seven years. 


But the outlook for the rest of 


the year is that U.S. payments 
will soon slip back into the red. 
They should do better than last 
year's $3.3-billion deficit, but 
still be large enough to be 
troublesome. 


There 
are several reasons 


why the first quarter's perform- 
ance may be more of a fluke 
than the guarantee of an end 
to the nagging problem. 


Still, the early reports that 


the first quarter saw the out- 
flow of dollars offset by the re- 
turn from abroad eases some of 
the pressure for higher interest 
rates. It encourages those seek- 
ing to increase U.S. exports 
further and it casts a different 
light on the efforts of U.S. rep- 
resentatives trying for tariff 
concessions from other nations. 


The apparent balance also 


lifts quite a weight from the 
shoulder of U.S. monetary au- 
thorities who have been battling 
to reassure the rest of the world 
about the strength of the Yan- 
kee dollar, and to discourage 
others from turning in surplus 
dollars for our gold. 


A balance of payments deficit 


occurs 
when U.S. spending, 


lending and aid gives foreigners 
more dollars than they return 
here for our exports, or as 
yields on our investments. 


In the first three months of 


1963 
this deficit was $810 mil- 


lion 
before 
seasonal 
adjust- 


ment. 


But the season plays a role 


in today's brighter picture. The 
deficit in the first quarter .is 
Usually smaller than in any 
other period of the year. U.S. 
exports often rise in the early 
months and so does the flow of 
income from U.S. investments 
abroad. 


From the early reports—the 


final figures are due about the 
middle of May—this year has 
seen greater than usual gains in 
exports. And the returning flow 
of 
income 
on 
investments 


abroad has been augmented by 
a flow of foreign-held dollars 
in this market for investment 
here. Bankers say much of this 
influx arises from fear of rising 
inflation in Europe — investors 
are seeking safer havens for 
their money. 


The United States also has 


gained by the one-shot influx of 
dollars that the Soviet Union 
bought in Europe with its gold

DETROIT (AP)—A three-way 


dispute 
involving 
Detroit's 


Board of Education and rival 
schoolteacher organizations is 
threatening to explode into pick- 
et lines and the mass firing of 
teachers. 


At issue is the question of col- 


lective bargaining methods and 
rights for some 10,000 public 
school teachers. 


The struggle pits the AFL-CIO 


Detroit Federation of Teachers 
against the Detroit Education 
Association, an affiliate of the 
National Education Association. 
It parallels similar disputes in 
other cities, including Chicago, 
Cleveland. Milwaukee, Minneap- 
olis and New York. 


In Milwaukee, a showdown 


vote in a collective bargaining 
election recently brought vic- 
tory for the Teachers Education 
Association over the AFL-CIO 
American Federation of Teach- 
ers. 


The 605-vote defeat for the 


federation was a blow to Walter 
Reuther, United Auto Workers 
president, who headed the AFL- 
CIO drive to unionize the teach- 
ers in the basic philosophical 
clash with the National Educa- 
tion Association. 


Reuther contends the associa- 


tion — which considers itself a 
professional organi?.ati6n rather 
than a- union—neglects the eco- 
nomic- well-being of the teacher 
and concentrates on school ad- 
ministration problems. 


National Education Associa- 


tion spokesmen, however, say 
their organization is interested 
in both but: believes in taking 
what they call "sanctions" rath- 
er than strike action to gain 
improved standards for teach- 
ers. Sanctions can include re- 
fusal to sign annual contracts. 


A Michigan law bans strikes 


by public employes and until 
recently it was interpreted as 
prohibiting the naming of any 
one bargaining agent for them. 


Ally. Gen.- Frank Kellcy reaf- 


firmed the strike ban in a new 
opinion issued last month but 
said the board could, in its dis- 
cretion, 
deal 
with 
a single 


organization 
representing the 


teachers. 


Under the law, known as the 


Hutchinson 
Act, any govern- 


ment employe who engages in a 
walkout "shall thereby abandon 
and terminate his appointment 
or employment and shall no 
longer hold such position." 


The dismissed employe could 


be rehired, but only with the 
loss of pension and 
seniority 


rights, with no pay raise for one 
year 
and 
with probationary 


status for two years. 


Despite the penalties, the De- 


troit Federation 
of Teachers 


voted 2,109-387 to'strike if the 
Board of Education does not 
back down in its refusal to hold 


a, collective bargaining election.

board with petitions last May 
requesting the election. Nearly 
17,000 teachers had signed. 


The strike vote was deplored 


by the rival Detroit Education 
Association, 
which

the federation's claim that its 
membership represents a ma- 
jority of the Detroit teacners. 


The Board of Education has 


a plan it says may solve the 
dispute.

And 
this produced his personal disas- 
ter when he let the egoism col- 
lide with his judgment in dis- 
obeying the President.

service of George Washington, 
Ulysses S. Grant and Andrew 
Jackson.

cial television is often accused 
of playing a "numbers game" 
</ith its reliance 
on ratings 


when it comes to keeping or 
killing shows. It seems that a 
large segment of the viewing 
audience quietly plays a little 
numbers game of its own. 


This is a game the major net- 


works and the independent sta- 
tions alike deplore. In spite of 
all the promotion designed to 
establish a station or network 
identity—the CBS eye, the NBC 
peacock, the call letters flashed 
on the screens at every station- 
break time—a large percentage 
of the audience persists in iden- 
tifying a station merely by its 
channel number on the dial. 


A television chain 
recently 


confirmed this through an au- 
dience research project. Almost 
any viewer could have predicted 
{he outcome of the study. 
* This is distressing to the in- 
dustry for several reasons. In- 
dividual stations and networks 
work hard to establish attrac- 
tive images in the minds of 
viewers. One New York station 
always announces its call letters 
and adds 
"your community- 


minded 
station." 
Others 
are 


"station of the stars," "The 
news-minded station" and so on 
«,The networks are particularly 
eager 
to 
create 
vivid 
and 


pleasing identities. A viewer 
who isn't exactly sure where his 
favorite show can be seen is 
likely to sample shows on all 
working channels in his hunt for 
it. Sometimes he likes what he 
samples—and never reaches the 
program he set out to find.

NBC's "llth Hour" and ABC's 
^'Breaking point" — failed to 
carry the kind of impact that 
made "Dr. Kildare" and "Ben 
Casey" big hits, so both will 
disappear at this season's end.

U.S. Presses 
for More Aid 
in Far East

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States is determinedly 
pressing its divided European 
allies to provide more backing 
and support for its fight against 
Communist aggression in South- 
east Asia and Latin America. 


The diplomatic strategy being 


followed by the Johnson admin- 
istration on this and other dis- 
puted issues within the alliance 
is to 
bypass 
countries 
like 


France or Britain on questions 
where major disagreements ex- 
ist and to form a united front 
with all the countries which are 
willing to cooperate. 


These points of U.S. policy 


and strategy toward the North 
Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization 


emerged clearly from a speech 
delivered to the Overseas Press 
Club in New York Tuesday night 


by Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk. 


Rusk also sharply reminded 


the European allies who have 
tended to pull apart among 
themselves and from the United 
States as cold war tensions 
eased, that "massive 
Soviet 


ground and nuclear forces are 
still arrayed against Europe." 


The Soviet Union, in fact, has 


"many more missiles" aimed at 
Western Europe than at the 
United States, he said. In these 
circumstances, he declared, "it 
would be foolhardy to dismantle 
the military strength of NATO." 


Rusk did not give missile fig- 


ures but a highly authoritative 
estimate puts the total of Soviet 
intermediate and medium-range 
ballistic missiles at 800, most or 
all of which are believed to be 
targeted on European 
objec- 


tives. 


Against the United States the 


Russians have an estimated 100- 
plus intercontinental missiles, 
and up to 100 seaborne missiles. 
The United States has about 670 
ICBM's in place and 192 sea- 
borne Polarises. 


Rusk said that on the military 


side NATO should increase its 


non-nuclear capacity for fight- 
ing limited wars. That is a fre- 
quently stated U.S. objective 
which the European allies Usual- 
ly ignore, Europe should also 
join in forming a strategic nu- 
clear force, he said. 


He reported the U.S. govern- 


ment and some other allies have 
in fact made "substantial and 
encouraging progress" in work- 
ing out the problems involved 
in forming a seaborne fleet of 
200 Polaris missiles. France has 
rejected this whole project and 
the British government is coop- 
erating 
reluctantly. 
However, 


Britain is working with the oth- 
er interested allies in a test- 
ship project. 


What is needed beyond shor- 


ing up the military defenses, 
Rusk said, are "new patterns 
of collective action," especially 
for dealing with Communist ex- 
pansion campaigns in Asia, Lat- 
in America and Africa. 


"I have in mind," he said, 
especially such countries as 


Laos and 
South 
Viet Nam, 


which are targets of aggression 
by Hanoi, with the support of 
the Chinese Communists, and

credit—rose by $146 million to

billion. So the total of all 


forms of consumer debt out- 
standing came to ftift.ft billion. 
Finance companies point out 


that defaults on monthly pay* 
ments hold at the same rela* 
lively small percentage figure. 
From this they argue that ris- 
ing personal incomes make 
Americans able to take on more 
debt comfortably. 


Morgage debt is the largest 


item of all, and it has been 
moving up fairly steadily for 
years, in good times or bad. 
The total is now over $175 bil- 
lion. Some regions have report- 
ed 
increasing 
defaults 
and 


foreclosures. But lenders 
say 


the over-all tone is still good. 


Stock market credit also has 


been rising, up about $2 billion 
in 1963. If the return of the pub- 
lic to the stock market picks up 
any speed, this form of debt 
also should rise more this year.

Mac Arthur 
Romantic 
But Tough

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gen. 


Douglas MacArthur was not a 
simple man. He was romantic, 
but tough; eloquent, but senti- 
mental; charming, but austere; 
bul suspicious. 


He felt some people, besides 


Communists, were his enemies 
conspiring 
against 
him. 
Be- 


cause he so often wished his 
views to prevail, he was some 
times hard to get along with. 


One writer, Richard Hovcre, 


said MacArthur was a "true be- 
liever jn himself" and found it 
"necessary to ascribe his dis- 
appointments . . . to base in- 
trigues." 


Although Gen. John J. Per- 


shing. MacArthur's top com- 
mander in World War I, decor- 
ated him, the New York Times 
says Pershing told him: "Young 
man. I do not like your atti- 
tude." 


Arthur Schiesinger Jr.. in his 


history of the New Deal, says 
President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt thought MacArthur danger- 
ous. If so. he nevertheless made 
him his chief of staff, command- 
er in the Pacific, and gave him 
the Medal of Honor. 


The Washington Post's mili- 


tary editor. John G. Norris, re- 
ports that when Maj. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower served under Mac- 
erthur 
in the 
Philippines in 


1935 they had differences of op- 
inion and Eisenhower returned 
home. 


President Harry S. Truman 


dismissed MacArthur from his 
Korean command in 1951 for 
what he considered insubordina- 
tion by publicly airing his views 
on how to win the war, contrary 
to Truman's orders and poli- 
cies. The final straw was when 
MacArthur wrote to a congress- 
man. 


But Norris points out Mac- 


Arthur fought general headquar- 
ters when he was a hero of 
World War I in Europe. When 
Pershing crossed him, Norris 
says, word "was gotten back to 
interested 
congressmen 
and 


Gen. 
Pershing's 
plans 
were 


killed." 


When the second volume of 


Truman's memoirs appeared in 
1956, 
explaining why he fired 


MacArthur. the general said the 
former president "did violence 
to the truth" and was "venge- 
ful." 


But MacArthur saw intrigue 


in his dismissal. He said it hap- 
pened after he had demanded 
prosecution of a spy ring which 
was getting top secret military 
plans sent to Washington from 
his Korean command. 


He 
said 
he 
thought Gen. 


George C. Marshall, then sec- 
retary of defense, and Gen. 
Omar Bradley, then chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, were 
"personally hostile to me" and 
that the enmity went back some 
time. 


Yet, 
Truman's record of his 


conversations with MacArthur 
at Wake Island six months be- 
fore his dismissal 
quotes the
